in his laboratory.

He has a little steel tube in which, 


be says, he can "create a pressure ten 
times as great as that in a big naval 
gun at the moment of firing. It de- 
velops 350,000 pounds to the square 
inch which is two and one-half times 
the pressure 20 miles down 
in the 


earth, where carbon can be crystalized 
into diamonds. 


As for the temperature, Basset al- 


ready has gone past the required 1,800 
degrees Fahrenheit and has heated his 
high-pressure tube to 6,300 "degrees.-He 
is searching now for the other requi- 
sites for the manufacture of diamonds 
and other precious stones.

Census Reports Show but 


44 Deaths for Every 1,000 
Children Born in 1927

There Is no race suicide in Apple- 


ton.' Census Bureau reports disclose 
that Appleton has one of the lowest 
infant mortality rates in the country, 
with only 44 deaths for every 1.000 
children born in 1927. In 1926 there 
were 60.1 deaths for every 1.000 babies. 
There wore 613 births In the city dur- 
inff 1927 and 293 deaths, 27 of thoso 
dying being children less than a year 
old. 
In 1926 the ratio was 23.3 births 


and 14 deaths for each 1.000 of popu- 
lation. 


'The 
Commerce Department says 


that the birth rates for 1927 were 
lower than for 1926 in 23 of the 33 
states for which figures for the- two 
years are 
available; 
The 
highest 


birth rate for 1927—28.S per 1.000 of 
population—is shown for North Caro- 
lina, and the lowest—13.6—is for Mon- 
tana, 


Death rates for 1927 
were lower 


than for 1926 in 28 of the 33 states 
shown for both years. The highest 
1927 death rate—13.9 per 1.000 of pop- 
ulation—is shown for Vermont, and 
the . lowest—7.1—for Idaho. 


Infant mortality rates for 1927 were 


lower than for 1926 in 30 of the 33 
states. The highest infant mortality 
rate—125.8 per 1.000—is for Arizona, 
and the lowest—47.5—for Oregon. 


Infant mortality rates in 42 of 48 


cities. having 
populations of 
more 


than 100,000 were lower in 1927 than 
in 1926. The Jowest infant mortality 
rate for such cities was noted in, Se- 
attle, Wash., which had 41.4 deaths 
for every 1,000 babies less than a 
year old, while the highest rate—87.1 
—was found in Norfolk, Va. 
. The infant mortality rate in Wis- 
consin shows quite a drop. In 1927 
the rate was 59.3 deaths for every 
1,000 
babies, and in 1926 the deaths 


were 69.1. • . 


There were 57.232 
births in the 


state in the year at a rate of 19.6 for 
every 1.000 of population.

'there were 19.3 births for every 1,000 
persons. 


Of the 29,519 persons who died in 


the state in 1927, 3,394 were babies. 
The general death rate was 10.1 for 
every 1,000 of population in 1927, as 
against 10.5 in 1926.

EXPECT HELP 


Senator McNary of Oregon, joint au- 


thor of the farm relief bill that-President 
Coolidge twice vetoed, has promptly an- 
nounced that he will support the Repub- 
lican ticket of Hoover and Curtis. He has 
made this decision Because of his willing- 
ness to accept the Republican declaration 
on farm legislation and to put aside, tem- 
porarily at least, the equalization fee as 
a^basis of farm assistance. Mr. McNary 
says he will attempt to work out a good 
compromise bill, cooperating with the ad- 
ministration to the fullest extent. 


The agricultural plank in the Repub- 


lican platform commits the party to the 
enactment of a law that will place agricul- 
ture on a basis of economic equality with 
industry* points out Mr. MsNary, and-he 
says Hellas confidence the party will keep 
its pledge. In other words, he is willing to 
work with rather than against a govern- 
ment elected'by the people in trying out 
whatever plan it may have for the im- 
provement of agriculture. 


.^ It seems to us that this is an eminently 
practical and sane attitude. There is no 
doabt but what Mr. Hoover is capable of 
more sound thinking on farm economics 
than a collection of politicians like Low- 
den, Norris and Nye. That is one reason 
\vhy he was nominated for president and 
overcame all of the cheap but supposedly 
powerful opposition to him by self-seek- 
ing party leaders. No one can question' 
tlhat Mr. Hoover has as much con-, 
^jern for and interest in agriculture as 
any other occupation, business or indus- 
try. Probably he has more, for the simple 
reason that it is a fundamental and essen- 
tial industry and seems to require special 
Help. 
Since he possesses those qual- 


Ifties of mind and heart that have 
set 


Rim out almost in a class by himself, it is 
sensible to assume that he wilt.be. of real 
Service in working out the agricultural 
problem. 
to 


-. If other members of the Republican 
party -avail-follow Mr. McNary's 
course 


and cooperate with those at the head of 
the government -in securing the best leg- 
islation, a measure should soon be work- 
ejd out that is practical" and 
effective. 


Certain it is that the 
farmers have no 


other place to look for help. It is not go- 
ing to come from the Democratic party 
as it is at present organized and led. It is 
riot going to come Ironi Smith and beer. 
It is not going to come from a congress 
and government elected on the prohibi- 
tion question. It is going to come'from the 
election of a president with a statesman's 
grasp of all problems, domestic and for- 
eign, together with a congress, that will 
work with a'nd support him. 


t The farmer has been misled by the 
Republican party on the tariff but we arc 
hot sure.he has been misled in legislation 
directly dealing with his industry. This is 
a! matter which remains to be developed. 
It seems to us the prospect is more fa\or- 
able with the nomination of Hoover than 
i^ would have been with Lowdcn or any 
other candidate at Kansas City.

;Ilu7igary and Roumania. quarrelling 


over Transylvanian lands, have referred

The League Council, after

the matter, has told them to go home and 
settle the row between themselves. They 
will endeavor io do so. 


Thus a harassed mother sometimes 


tells two quarrelling children, begging for 
parental adjudicatiop^to go away and 
stop bothering her, and if they can't get 
along together peaceably, to stay out of 
her sight Geneva shows some knowledge 
of human nature, and also a flash of un- 
usual vigor, in applying this policy to her 
spatting European children. 


WIRE-TAPPING 


Eighteen men were convicted in Se- 


attle, Wash., of a gigantic'conspiracy to 
violate the national prohibition law. Fed- 
eral agents obtained the evidence which 
convicted them by tapping home and of- 
fice telephone wires over a period of sev- 
eral months, and noting carefully the con- 
versations heard. The convicted men ap- 
pealed 
to the United States supreme 


court to have their conviction set aside on 
the ground that tapping private telephone 
lines constituted 
unlawful search 
and 


seizure, against which amendments to the 
constitution guarantee citizens protec- 
tion. 


The supreme court has handed^ down a 


five to four decision upholding the con- 
viction. Chief Justice Taft maintains that 
the language^ of the amendments "can- 
not be extended and expanded to include 
telephone wires reaching to the whole 
world from the defendant's house or of- 
fice." He and his associates make a dis- 
tinction 
between material 
things—a 


man's house, his person, his 
effects— 


and his voice projected 
outside of his 


home. 


Justice Brandeis, voicing the minority 


opinion, holds that wire-tapping is as 
much a violation of the constitution as' 
searcl- and seizure of home or person. He 
believes that espionage will go to lengths 
now undreamed of, as a result of this de- 
cision. Science may discover ways to pry 
further into a citizen's privacy. 


There is a way out of this dilemma, as 


Chief Justice Taft suggests. 
He says: 


"Congress may, of course protect the se- 
crecy of telephone messages by making 
them, when intercepted, inadmissible as 
evidence in federal criminal trials, by di- 
rect legislation, and thus depart from the 
common law of such evidence." 


Espionage is not a pleasant thing to 


contemplate. Americans do not like to 
have their government engaged in such 
activities as wire-tapping. 
In the case 


involved, however, fifty persons and an 
effective 
organization were 
operating 


against the government on a large scale. 
Ethical hair-splitting in fighting such a 
conspiracy, as Justice Taft said, might 
work more harm than good. 


A close question is involved. There is 


argument both ways as to whether this 
so-called invasion of private rights and 
security is a violation of the principle on 
which rests the constitutional guarantee 
against unlawful search and seizure. Es- 
pionage there certainly was. Whether it" 
comes within the constitutional inhibi- 
tion i • an exceedingly close question. Jus- 
tice Brandeis' opinion that it does carries 
great weight, and will cause many people 
to affirm that he is right. 
Perhaps the 


best way out would be to have congress 
enact a law such as Chief Justice Taft 
suggests. 


RELIGION IN REBELLION 


The British house of commons again 


turns down the new church of England 
prayer book, and the tight little island is 
filled with consternation. 
Nevertheless 


diplomatic relations with God are not 
broken off altogether. The bishops are ex- 
pected to defy parliament and put the 
prayer book into use in spite of the ad- 
verse vote. This would create an interest- 
ing situation. What would, or could, the 
lower house of parliament do about it? 


The American colonies defied the Brit- 


ish government once on a time, in a po- 
litical rebellion, and got away with it. Can 
the established cliurch in Great Britain 
likewise defy the government in a religi- 
ous rebellion, as Henrv^VIII centuries 
ago defied Rome, and win? If it can. may 
the Lord help, the government.

SIGNALS THAT SHOW YOU NEED A NOSE 


• 
EXAMINATION 


It Is far from the proper province of a health 


teacher, I think, to describe diseases or tell news- 
paper readers what the symptoms of this or tha 
disease are. -But J don't think It can do any one 
harm to recognize the signals that should prompt 
one to visit the doctor for an examination of the 
nasal cavity. No doubt In the great majority of 
cases the doctor will find that there Is simple chronic 
rhinitis, a state—It can hardly be called a disease— 
but an abnormal state which few of us in* civilized 
life do not have In some degree at one time or an- 
other. As a rule a few office treatments applied by 
the doctor and perhaps borne" correction of genera 
hygiene, will remedy this trouble. In a minority of 
cases where these signals' prompt the patient to 
seek medical examination, other conditions will be 
found, and sometimes more radical treatment will be 
required, if the patient wants relief. 


Here are the signals: 
.

1. Any nasal dllchanre. walery running at the 


Jiose, excessive flow of mucus,'which demands "fre- 
quent blowing of, the nose or induces hawking by 
draining: into the back of the,throat. 


2. Any obstruction of either side of the nose, 


either of a permanent sort or alternating now thi: 
side, now that. Stuffiness. 


3. Socalicd "nasal voice."' 
4. Frequent sneezing from no evident cause. 
5. Obtundcd sense of smell. 
6. Dry and barking cough, especially in children 


and .shortly after going to bed. 


7. Mouth breathing. 
8. Frequently recurring attacks of coryza—or, if 


you must use dumb language—"fresh colds." 


Is it advisable to consult a specialist for such ex- 


amination? No, that is extravagance merely. Any 
general practitioner, family physician, "ordinary 
doctor" who is at all up to date or fairly well train- 
ed is capable to make the examination and to treat 
such abnormality as he may find. If your doctor 
deserves your confidence at all. you may safely leave 
t to his judgment when to refer you to a specialist 
or summon one for consultation. All good doctors 
do frequently request such consultations without 
much regard for what the patient's views may be. 
If a specialist in any field is good, his work consists 
mainly of consultations with physicians in general 
iractice and practically" not at all carine- for pa- 
:ients who visit him on their own impulse. The type 
of specialist that cultivates direct practice in com- 
petition with "ordinary doctors" is a curse to the 
country, the kind that exploits the patient, urges 
needless operations, pays commissions to persons 
vho bring in new patients, and otherwise scandalizes

I practiced several years before I could muster* 


courage not to take a patient's temperature at the 
first visit if I did not think it was necessary. At 
irst I thought people expected that much and would 
not employ a doctor who failed to perform that trick. 
Some x doctors practice for many years and never 
use a head lamp or mirror at all, though some such 
simple equipment is. indispensible for examination 
of the eardrum and for examination of the nasal 
cavity.

The period covered by the present 
olume tells the story of Walter 
lines Page as a private citizen, his 
rofessional career as a magazine edi- 
or and book publisher. The title of 
he book gives the suggestion,

onscious perhaps, that these were 
he formative years of his life. They 
.•ere the years of training for 
his 


reat task as America's ambassador 
o England during the most critical 
eriod in the world's history of mod- 
rn times. 
What

ears taught him, the title seems to 
say, he practiced in the last five 
cars.

This brings up the interesting point 
f whether a biographer should pre- 
cnt his subject's life as it -actually 
vas lived or as it looks in the retro- 
pect. To us the last five years of 
'age's life look like a period of fruit- 
go for which all the rest of his life 
vas preparation. 
Unquestionably it 


id not look like that to Page or any' 
no else in 1913. when he was appoint- 
ed by Prcs. Wilson as ambassador to 


England. At .that time he had a great 
career behind him as editor and pub- 
lisher. 
He had done his work and 


made his name. The appointment to 
the Court of St. James was in the 
nature of an episode in his real career 
or the windup of his career. It was 
not the career for which all his life 
had been a training. Had there been 
no World war, few would ever have 
heard of Page as 
statesman. 
He 


would merely have been a good am- 
bassador perhaps. His real interests 
would have remained 
literary and 


journalistic. 


The title moreover carries the im- 


plication that Page was an American 
as ambassador, more American than 
he was an editor arid publisher. The 
years of his editorship are regarded 
by Hendrik as years of preparation 
for an American's real job. But why 
wasn't he as much an American dur- 
ing the five years preceding 1913 as 
during the five years following' He 
was as much an American when he 
first took hold^bf 'The Forym" and 
rejuvenated 
it as he was when he 


steered America's course through the 
diplomatic channels of war politics 
The title in fact does not mean much 
of anything. 
\ 


Biographers of Lincoln frequently 


do the same thing. They regard the 
years before I860, as the years of 
training—with the implication 
that 


Lincoln and all the world were con- 
scious of them in that light. All life 
of course is a period of training un- 
til the very last day, but these writ- 
ers attach a more mystic meaning to 
their use of the phrase. They say or 
assume that the thing has been so 
ordered. 


In the case of Page, he might have 


had an entirely different career and 
still have had the same effect on the 
World war. Page himself would prob- 
ably have repuiITatcd the implication 
that his career up to 1913 was a pe- 
riod of training in a special sense.

; Since the average housewife will find 
the hot-water bath outfit less expensive 
to buy and quite possible to make at 
Home the procedure is explained for 
this equipment. 


Wash and hull berries. . Carefully 


cut away any bruised or soft spots on 
fruit 


To wash berries, drop into a colan- 


der placed in a large pan of cold wa- 
ter. When, fruit is clean, gently lift 
the colander from the water, letting 
the berries settle slowly together with- 
out violence. Water softens the d_eli- 
cate fruit and rough handling breaks 
the gossamer-like covering and allows 
the immediate escape of the juices. 


PACK FRUIT CLOSELY 


Pack perfect, well-washed berries in 


sterilized jars, adjust tested rubbers 
and pour over medium syrup <o cover 
fruit. Half seal cans and put in hot 
water bath. The water must cover the 
jars at least an inch. Process quart 
jars 16 minutes after the water reach- 
es boiling point and pint pars 14 min- 
utes. Remove from boiler, tighten cov- 
ers and turn cans upside down where 
they will cool quickly but not be in a

at the coming Democratic convention 
in Houston, Tex. 


It all happened because Bowers was 


invited 
to address last January's 


Jackson Day dinner in Washington. 
This is a traditional love feast of the 
Democrats, marked in recent years 
by a notable absence of love. Bowers 
had written absorbing biographies of 
such Democratic heroes as Andrew 
Jackson and Thomas Jefferson and 
through some happy inspiration the 
committees aked him to speak. 


ELECTRIFIED PARTY 


Browers did. He urged his hear- 


ers to make Jackson 
and Jefferson 


something' more than 
mere patron 


saints of the party, contrasted condi- 
tion in their ears with conditions to- 
.day and before he had finished, arous- 
ed the Democratic chieftains to real 
enthusiasm. 
A i man who could do 


that seemed worth keeping; so Bow- 
ers, by general consent, was chosen 
to do the keynoting at Houston. 


To most of the country, thus far, 


he has been just a name. When his 
election as keynoter was announced, 
the rank and file of the Democracy 
murmured, "And who the dickens is 
he?" After he delivers his speech at 
Houston, however, it is a safe bet that 
he will be a national figure. 


Bowers •was^) born in Hamilton coun- 


ty, Indiana, in November of 187S. As 
A young man he entered newspaper 
work, serving his apprenticeship

the old Indianapolis Sentinel.

Bowers was 
defeated, but he continued his politi- 
cal work, holding a variety of minor 
jobs until 1911. 


In that year John Worth Kern be-

THE ANSWERS 


1. Pass. The hand is just under the 


strength requisite for a Xo Trump. It 
counts only ten and. while it has 
three suits safely stopped, it has a 
'thin appearance" for a No Trump. 
With this type of hand it is better 
to pass initially and, if the partner 
bid, to assist later on. 


2. Pass. The only declaration, oth- 


er than pass, that West could con- 
sider with this holding would be an 
informatory double; and the fact that 
the answer to No: 1 was pass makes 
it self-evident that the answers to 
No. 2 also should be pass. As a gen- 
eral principle-it may be stated that 
more strength is required to justify 
an informatory double than to justify 
an initial No Trump. Of course there 
may be an occasional exception to the 
general rule, but it is best to say: Do 
not double with less than five high 
cards that probably will take tricks; 
a No Trump may be bid with three 
aces. 


3. One No Trump. The partner of 


a player who has bid a Minor suit ini- 
tially at love score should Improve 
that declaration whenever there is 
any reasonable excuse for doing so. 
When the hand does not contain a 
Major suit-bid, it Is sound bidding to 
call No Trump over partner's Minor 
whenever the hand contains strength 
in two other suits or defense in three 
suits; even when one of the three is 
the Minor that the partner has named. 
The hand in question is an example 
of this doctrine.

Whittier remembers Lou as an en-

teen.s, living in this Quaker town with 
her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Henry. 
She \\as the eldest 


daughter, and her father was tfashier 
in the village bank. 


Lou, 
recollections of those days 


agree, was a natural leader and a girl 
who inspired loyalty. Pictures are still 
extant of the girl as Joan of Arc in 
a grammar'grade tableau, garbed "in 
heavy leather gauntlets and shining 
armor ma'de of bright tin discs. 


She liked outdoor sports and athlet- 


ics despite the fact that exercise was 
considered not quite ladylike for giils.

She and her comrades had literary

While the condemned boy went home 
to settle his affairs he left as a host- 
age in the hands of the king, his 
friend, Damon. Time passed and Py- 
thias did not return. 
Damon 
was 


about to be beheaded when Pythias 
re-appeared and caused the release 
of the hostage. This display of friend- 
ship moved the hard-hearted Diony- 
sius so much that he pardoned Py- 
thias and vainly tried to be admitted 
as a third in the friendship.
